A comparison - January I9I4I to December I9I+O and January 191+0 
Bene fit Paymen ts Up 18 »6ffi 

Largely due to the heavy increase in the amount of benefits paid to 
unemployed workers from the cigar industry in Tampa was the increase in 
the amount of benefits paid out during January I9I4.I over the amount paid 
out during December I9I4O. The January total was $351,250.50 while the 
December total was $296,076.00. January I9I4I lacked 6.6?£ of equaling the 
January 19U0 payment amount. 

All Types of Florida Claims Increase 

Also largely due to the mass-layoff of workers in the Tampa cigar 
industry was the increase in the number of cleims filed during January 
over those filed during December. Each of the thret types of Florida claims 
(initial, compensable and waiting period) showed increases to raise the total 
number of claims filed from UO,551 during December to U9»6lU during January. 
The January I9I4I total comprised a decrease from that of January 19i+0 of 15»9^« 

Agent State Claims Increase 12.97S 

The number of unemployed workers who made use of the facilities of the 
Florida State Employment Service in filing claims for unemployment compen- 
sation on the basis of earnings in employment in States other than Florida 
increased from 21,066 in December 19I4O to 2J,77U in January 19Ul to show 
a percentage increase of 12.9. The increase of January I9I4I over the same 
month of I9I4O was 26.0/0. 

Liable State Claims Rise Slightly 

The number of claimants for unemployment compensation, now residing 
in States other than Florida, who based their claims on wages earned in cover- 
ed employment in Florida increased from i4-,lU9 in December to i+>37U in January 
to show a percentage increase cf 5»^4 . The January total of this type of 
claim lacked 22.97o of equaling the January 19i+0 total. 

Initi al Determinations More than Double Previous Month's Total 

The number of initial determinations made during January comprised an 
increase of 132.6^ over the December total. Largely responsible for this jump 
was the 171.2% increase in the number of claimants eligible to receive unem- 
ployment compensation. Here again was the increase due greatly to the large 
number of claims filed by unemployed workers from the Tampa cigar industry, 
which industry experiences an annual period of inactivity of approximately 
one month's duration beginning in December and ending in January. Most of 
these workers are eligible for unemployment compensation because of fairly 
stable earnings during most of the year. 
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Field Visits Rise Slightly 

The number of visits by members of the personnel of the Florida State 
Employment Service to prospective employers totaled 1,003 in January to show 
an increase of 5M/° over the 952 such visits made during December. The 
January total comprised an increase of 0.5/2 over the January 191+0 total. 

Mew Applications Increase 8.3% 

A total of 17,259 persons applied for jobs through the Employment Service 
during January. The December total of new applications was 15,935 - 8.3/5 lower 
than that of January 191+1 - and the January 191+1 total was 1+1. 2?5 more than that 
of January I9I+O. 

Renewals Increase l+»3?5 

The number of applicants for employment who visited an office of the 
Employment Service, thus causing their previously filed applications to be 
returned to the active file, totaled 11,039 during January. This total for 
the month constituted an increase of h*5% over the 10,585 such renewals made 
during December. The January total comprised a jump of 20l+.l$ over that of 
January 191+0. 

Active File Up l+.8?5 

In keeping with the increases in both new applications and renewals during 
January was the increase in the active file which rose from 71,526 in December 
to 7^,977 to show a percentage increase of J4..8, The number of applications in 
the active file at the end of January amounted to 3»ij/<> more than at the end of 
Jenuary of last year. 

Placements Decrease - Still High 

The 11,091 placements made during January represented a decrease of 22.2f* 
from the ll+,257 recorded during December. Much of this decrease is directly 
attributable to the drop in the number of placements made to Camp Blanding 
(7,^4-13 in December, 3,761+ in January) which has passed its peak employment 
period and is now accepting, in the main, replacements for workers who have 
left for other job opportunities and for workers lacking certain necessary 
skills who were originally employed at the base in spite of this lack because 
of the shortage of skilled workmen. The Jenuary total exceeds that of the 
pre-defense project month of January 19i+0 by 18l+.5?5» 

Veteran Placements Decrease 1*7% 

The number of veterans placed by the Service during January (21+0) lacked 
7.7% of equaling the 260 placed during December but exceeded the January 191+0 
total by 215.895. 

Agricultural Placements Rise Sharply 

Agricultural placements increased from 81 in December to 883 in January. 
This increase was, in the main, due to the peak season in truck crops which was 
reached during January and, to a lesser degree, to a revision of the procedure 
for reporting this type of placement.

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MULTI-STATE CLAIMS AND PAYMENTS 



During the year 191+0 one out of every ten initial claims that were 
filed against the State of Florida was filed in some other state under the 
Interstate Benefit Procedure and was received and prooessed by the Multi- 
State Unit of the Benefit Department. This special unit which operates 
in a manner similar to a local office handled more initial Florida claims 
than any of the local offices except Tampa and Miami. This unit also re- 
ceived 67»6l5 continued cleims and certified JL|i4.,288 payments amounting to 
&]+96,518.U6. Checks issued to out-of-state claimants averaged £11.21 as 
compared with an average of s.9»27 for all checks issued to claimants re- 
siding in Florida. This was accounted for partly by the high eligibility 
provisions and partly by the fact that the Florida wage credits of these 
workers were earned in the resort areas where wages tend to be somewhat 
higher than in the rest of the State. 

A more significant fact is demonstrated by the following table which 
shows that less than one-third of all initial determinations of interstate 
claims found the claimant eligible. This extraordinarily high ratio of 
disallowances is not entirely a result of the high eligibility requirements 
of the Florida Law. It is also caused by the segregation of workers' credits 
among several jurisdictions. Although the claimant may have a rather large 
total amount of wage credits, they may be so distributed between several 
states that he is eligible uncer no state law. The effect of this factor 
is shown by the fact that one-half of these claimants were ineligible even 
before the introduction of the "60 times the weekly benefit amount" require- 
ment on April 1.

In the fund. 
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West Palm Beach Seoond Only to Blanding in Placements 

The West Palm Beach office reported 1,101 complete placements during 
January and was surpassed only by Camp Blanding where that temporary, office 
filled 3.365 job openings during the same period. One significant factor 
at West Palm Beach was the filling of an order for cane cutters through 
regional clearance. Many of these men were obtained from Mississippi and 
Georgia. Inter-area clearance with other Florida offices also resulted in 
many of these placements. In addition to this the Vest Palm Beach office 
is filling many orders for workers at the air base project now underway. 

Tallahassee, also serving an air base project, reported 96J+ complete 
placements with 936 of them being in regular jobs. Miami reported 891 
placements followed by Tampa with 732, Winter Haven with 603, and Jackson- 
ville with 563 exolusive of those made at Blanding. 

An increase was noted in clearanoe placements with the V/est Palm 
Beach office accounting for 1+21 of the total of 557 made with the order 
holding office in Florida. There were I76 applicants supplied to clear- 
ance orders by the local offices with pensacola furnishing fk» Most of 
those furnished by Pensacola were cane cutters sent to 1i«est Palm Beach. 
YTinter Haven recorded 21+0 and Lakeland 177 supplementary placements. 
These were practioally all in the citrus industry. 

There was very little change in placements in construction and manu- 
facturing industries between December and January except for the decrease 
at Blanding. Sharp increases, however, were recorded in agriculture, 
domestic, and other service industries with a sharp drop shown in whole- 
sale and retail trade. 

There was an increase of approximately 33$ i* 1 "the- number of service 
workers placed during January as compared to December. It is interesting 
to note though, that regardless of this factor the total number of women 
plaoed dropped slightly. Women constitute a large percentage of the ser- 
vice workers. There was a slight increase in the number of skilled workers 
plaoed. 

New Applications and Active File Increase 

There was an increase of 8.3$ in new applications and k*&/° in active 
file during January. The new applications figure was kl% higher than that 
recorded in January 19^0. Miami reported the most new applications with 
3,1+65 or an increase of 3^0 over December. There were 3»365 new applica- 
tions filed at Blanding, 2,996 in Tampa, and 1,653 in Jacksonville exclu- 
sive of Blanding. 

Tampa reported the largest Active file with 16,529. This represents 
an increase of 21.7$ over December and 58.1$ over January 19U0. Miami 
with 11,130 had the next largest file followed by Jacksonville with 8,663.

Cany Blanding Activities 

Placements at Camp Blanding fell sharply during January as compared with 
previous months. There were 3, 761+ placements made during the period with skill- 
ed workers constituting approximately k3% aad unskilled labor about 1+5/° of the 
total. There were ll+ women among those placed all of them falling in the 
professional and managerial, or the clerical and service occupational groups. 
There were 527 or 35>£ of the skilled workers who were 1+5 years of age or older 
and 21+ who were under 21. Among the unskilled workers there were 239 under 21 
and 21+3 wno were 1+5 or over. 

With a total for January of 3,365 new applications, 3»761+ placements and 
an active file at the end of the month of 3.526, it appears that there is near- 
ly a IOO56 turnover in the active file at that point.
